Tha June number of the Maryland Farmer, 
baran article on the curlag of tobacco by Pro- 
fessor J. H. Patterson of the Mazyland Experl- 
ment Statlon, the main points of which will be

-In tobacco, more especially,- perhaps, share- 


holders in and managers of Borneo and Somatra 
tobacco plantations :— : 


" Tobacco curing Is w process of fermentation. 
It fe therefore eszential that atmospheric condl- 
tlons favorable to the proper kind of fermentation 
should prevall, These include a proper amount 
of humidity and a proper amonnt of heat. 
To secures these the natural conditions pre- 
vailing in the locally must be taken Into 
account. and deficlencles supplied. If there 
is Insufficient heat the drying-honse must be, 
warmed either by open fires on the floor of the 
corlog-room, or by a procerly srranged series 
of hot-alr fines. Ia the Eastern States 
the -nataral  homidity of the alr reems 
generally soffictent, but in Calffornfa it. is. 
not unlikely. that the presence of water In oven 
vats might sometimes be found requlelte, One’ 
thing {x « the mere drping al tobacco wilt 
not make = saleable article. Professnr Patter- 
son urges Maryland farmers to mako carly 
seed beds and get thelr tobacco Into the cur- 
Ing-boures early enough to secure same of the 
summer heat and save the expense of foel, It 
is very likely that in Callfornta State tabscco will 
mature so early that more attention will 
have to be paid to maintaining an adequate 
supply: of molstare then to any care for 
the necessary heat, The ‘long, dry autumns, 
which we often have might check all ermentation 
and dry the leaves until! they are worthless, If 
wo keep our plants back sothat the fetter balf 


- of the curing process comes during the rainy 


Months there may not be natural beat enough, 
Jt {a obviously. however, cheaper to 
supply -molsture than feel, and it may 
be that we shall do best to forward the 
maturity of our plants fos that reason.
